A MIDNIGHT BURIAL. 


‘Weird Scene. 


A atringe scene was witnonsod «in 
Reaconsfold Churchyard at the buriel of 
Frederick Child, who attacked Mrs Gower, 
tho wifdof hia employer, and afterwards 
committed suicide. . ‘ 

After tle verdict.of auicide the corone! 
gave tho churchwardens a burial order, hut 
according to law it was neoosaary for the 
interment to take place batween 9 p.m. 
aod midnight. In tho absenco of the 
rector, ithe curate, the Rev. W, D. Haw: 
kon, who ia greatly eateemed in the neigh: 
bourhood, took charge of the arrangomonta. 

The hour of Interment was kept seorob, 
but-“at pine on Friday evening a large 
ccowd githered. The coffin was wheeled to 
the extrome corner of the graveyard. It 
was a vory dark night, and with the flicker- 
ing lighta of the latterna the eceno was 
aombrq and. even woird, The church itself 
waa locked. The curate stood at the open 
grave i black oassock, In dead silence the 
coffin waa lowered, when auddonly Obild’s 
alster, in a voice broken with emotion, ox- 
claimed: “May God have mercy on his 
soul—more roerey thon he haa from men !” 

The cry of the dead man's sister seemed 
to accentuate the feelings of those present, 
and a voll-dreasod stranger by the graveside 
tarned to the Rev. VW. D. Hawken snd 
anid, “ Are you a priest of the Church 7” 
“Tam” " Have sny prayers been said 1" 
“Nono,” cama the roply of the curate. 
“And you are ore of the prieats of the 
CUhureh to which T belong t.” ‘' By what 
right do you ask these questions?" “ By 
the throofold right of an Englishman, & 
professing Christian, and a member of the 
Oburch of England" was the stranger 
reply. Ina calm voicathe curato said. “The 
lawn of Englaod bave beon kept to-night, 
whstaver you may aay.” “‘ Then God help 
tho Inwa of England!" rojoined the 
strangor, who was thon loat uight of. 

‘An the faw mourners moved away, there 
waa an uylp ruah by the crowd, Some 


ribald remarke were paased, and one 
woman narrowly cacsped being pushed into 
tho ati!l opon grave, 

Tho Rav. W. D. Hawken wan much 
psined at the occurrence, but explained to 
a Daily Mait representative ‘that the 
order of tho Church ia clear upon the 
matter. At the opening of the service for 


tho burial of the dead cocur thesa words: 


+ Horg is to bu noted shat the eflice onsu- 
ing ia net to he uaed fur any that div 
unbapticed or oxcommunieste or have lait 
violent hands noon themselves.” 

Thin nap,” suid the curate, ‘had for: 
feited hin right to Christian horiel. Tr 
would have been n mockery to give such o 
man Christisn burial.”
